LONDON, Sept. 10.—In spite of the 
official statement made to-day in Paris 
that Germany's reply to France’s Mo- 
rocco proposals raises certain questions 
of principles, there is no disposition 
here to regard this fresh phase of the 
negotiations as increasing the possi- 
bilities of war. It is believed that the 
negotiations have, if anything, suf- 
fered a set-back rather than progressed, 
but the best English opinion continues 
to be that the worst eventuality to be 
@readed is another Algeciras confer- 
ence, 

Meanwhile the hope is freely ex- 
‘pressed that Saturday’s slump on the 
Berlin Boerse and the growing uneasi- 
ness throughout the Fatherland may 
have the effect of creating a more ac- 
commodating spirit in Wilhelmstrasse. 

The basic trouble in the German busi- 
jess world is held here to be a period 
of overspeculation and too free lending 
to Turkey.. German industry is highly 
organized, and 95 per cent. of it is car- 
ried on ‘with borrowed funds. Indeed, 
according to. one economist, so exten- 
Bive ig.the use of credit that many great 
German businesses are practically in 
the position of speculators trading on a 
margin, and the funds which they use 
in normal times are mainly provided by 
France and England. Consequently, 
even a partial calling in of loans by 
French bankers, such as is nerally 
‘understood to have taken place, would 
have added considerably to the diffi- 
culties of the German financial situa- 
tion. 

Alarmist reports current ‘in Germany 
throughout the week as to imminent 
war seem to have caused the small in- 
vestor particularly to lose his head.

DISMISSED FOR BEING OLD. 


Two Post Office Clerks Out After 50 
Years of Service. 


Two of the oldest Post Office clerks in 
the country live in the Bronx. Dismissed 
from the serVice after more than a half 
century of labor in it, they both feel that 
it is not quite just that there are no 
pensions for them. 

Dan J. Rooney of 1,447 Vyse Avenue’ was 
a Post Office clerk for fifty-nine years. 
He was dismissed the last of August, 
andJjt is understood that Postmaster Mor- 
gan was asked by his sons to dismiss 
him, .He was so advanced in years that 
at times his fellow-clerks had to lead 
him to the.cars. 

Andrew Hyde of 975 Teller Avenue 
served nearly sixty years in the .Post 
Office. Time was when Hyde used to 
take a rowboat out for the mail when a 
ship would arrive off the Battery. He 
would row back to the shore, place the 
bag in a wheelbarrow, and push it to 
the old Post Office. The firing of a gun 
was the signal for him to put off. 

That was fifty years ago. He remem- 
bers the time when he was paid for the 
delivery of each letter and when such 
delivery meant hitching on to sleighs and 
jumping fences. Twenty-third Street was 
all fences. Doyer Street was where he 
was born, and the house still stands in 
what, during his boyhood, was a very 
exclusive neighborhood. He has chewed 
tobacco all his life, and the successive 
efforts. of ten Postmasters could not get 
him to stop. 

Hyde and Rooney leave the department 
under a law which gives the Postmaster 
the right to dismiss a man who stays 
away more than ninety days in one year. 


FUMES PROSTRATE FIREMEN. 


Five Carried Out of a Drug Store 
Senseless After an Explosion. 


A bottle. of combustible material, be- 
lieved to have contained phosphorus, feil 
from a shelf in the drug store of Felix 
Resnick at 964 Second Avenue, and with- 
in a few minutes the interior of the 
drug store was a sheet of flame. A loud 
explosion in the rear of the store sent the 
flames to the front of the store, and the 
Proprietor and a woman who was in a 
telephone booth made their escape 
through the front door. 

When the firemen from Engine Com- 
pany 8 arrived they found Morris Silver- 
man, father-in-law of Resnick, trying to 
extinguish the flames with buckets of 
water. The firemen carried a line of 
hose directly toward the rear of the store. 
All the time heavy sulphur and phospho- 
rus fumes came from the door and win- 
dows, and after a few minutes the hose 
which the firemen had carried with them 
hung slack. Acting Fire Chief Sherlock 
knew what had happened and led a res- 
cue crew into the store. They returned 
carrying five unconscious firemen. 

One of them, George McCarthy, seemed 
in a serious state and was hurried to the 
Flower Hospital. The others, Frank 
Chris, William Leanon, Frank Linn, and 
Frank Berger, were treated by Depart- 
ment Surgeon Archer and removed to 
their headquarters. 

The fire was extinguished at a loss of 
$500. 


SCHULTZ FAMILY ROW. 


The Antique Furniture Man Now Gets 
a Warrant for Hig Daughter. 


Otto J. Schultz, Sr., who has an antique 
furniture store at 808 Sixth Avenue, this 
city, and lives in a large house at Pali- 
sades Park, went to Hackensack last 
evening and caused Justice E. M. John- 
son to issue warrants for the arrest of 
his daughter, Mrs, Minnie Zeilmaer, and 
her husband, Henry Zeilmaer, coarging 
them with stealing $1,000 worth of his. 
furniture. He found upon his return to 
his home last night that the furniture 
had been removed in a van. . 

The Zeilmaers and Schultz's sons, 
Otto, Jr., and Robert, have always made 
their home with him. On Friday last 
the furniture dealer caused the arrest 
of his sons for beating him the night 
previous. He also causéd a search war- 
rant to be issued against his daughter, 
charging that she had hidden a solid 
silver service, and a diamond pendant 
worth $1,200. The service was returned, 
but not the pendant. , 

The elder Schultz took notices which 
he will serve upon his sons ordering 
them to vacate his house at once. Mr. 
Schultz told Justice Johnson the trouble 
was due to Otto,.Schultz, Jr., who said 
he was tired waiting for his father to 
turn the furniture business over to him. 

“My children ere now trying to get 
rid of me, and aré trying to create the 
impression that I am of unsound mind,”

DENY COLLEGE MEN 
ARE HARD DRINKERS 


Crane’s Accusations Resented by 
University Professors and 
Disciplinarians. 


STUDENTS DO AS AT HOME 


Princeton Professor Dccleres Drinking 
Is Steadily Decreasing Among Stu- 
dents in American Colleges. 


The conclusions reached in the “ investi- 
gation’’ made by Richard T. Crane, the 
Chicago multi-millionaire, relative to the 
amount of drunkenness and dissipation 
among college men do not pass unchal- 
lenged by men who, unlike Mr. Crane, 
have spent a part of their lives in col- 
leges. In the college clubs in this city 
there was considerable discussion yester- 
day ,of Mr. Crane’s charges, which had 
been stated without ‘detailed proof’ — 
for instance, that 90 per cent. of the 
students at Harvard drink in their fresh- 
man -year and 95 per cent. in their senior 
year and that 15 per cent. go irretrievably 
to the bad. 

A few years ago a few members of the 
Illinois Legislature asked Mr. Crane’s ad- 
vice on the question of increasing the 
appropriation for the University of Iilli- 
nois. He replied by letter and advised 
“that instead of- appropriating more 
money it would be a good deal better for 
the State to put a torch to the buildings 
and burn them down and turn a furrow 
over them.” 

Most of the Western university Presi- 
dents and professors dismissed his de- 
nunciation as a mass of unfounded ab- 
surdities. 

“ We'll continue to furnish college en- 
gineers for Mr. Crane’s factories as fast 
as we can turn them out,” said Dr. 
Frank W. Gunsalus, head of the Armour 
Institute of Technology. ~*. 

“The trouble with Mr. Crane,’’ said 
George E. McLean, President of the Uni- 
versity of Iowa, “is that he judges the 
successes of life on a dollar basis.’’ 

Mr. Crane at one time called Andrew 
Carnegie’s technical schools of Pittsburgh 
‘“‘a twelve-million-dollar blunder.” At 
the same time it was said that he gave 
$200,000 annually for the furthering of 
manual training schools in Chicago. 

Dr. Royal S. Copeland, President of the 
University of Michigan Club and Dean of 
the New York Homeopathic Medical Col- 
lege and Flower Hospital, took objection 
to what he called Mr. Crane’s “‘ generali- 
zations.” 

“The justice of Mr. Crane's criticism 
depends on the source and reliability of 
his proof,” he said. ‘‘ Regardless of act- 
ual proof, however, the mere statement 
will do great harm. . To be convincing to 
the general public, and especially to anx- 
ious parents “Of prospective students, the 
answer to so positive an allegation must 
come from persons fully qualified to 
speak authoritatively on the subject. 

“ Not only did I spend many years as a 
student in one of America's largest col- 
leges, the University of Michigan, but, 
after an absence from Ann Arbor of sev- 
eral years, I was called back to a Fac- 
ulty position, serving in that capacity for 
thirteen years. During those years more 
than 10,000 individuals matriculated in 
the university. For several years I hap- 
pened to be Mayor of the City of Ann Ar- 
bor, and, under the charter of that city, 
the Mayor is really Police Commissioner 
and chief conservator of the peace, Since 
leaving Ann Arbor I have been executive 
officer of one of the medical Faculties 
here. All in all, then, I have had an un- 
usually direct personal and official con- 
tact with college students for more than 
twenty years. 

“What a young man in college will do 
is practically the same thing the young 
man would do anywhere else, away from 
his home and immetiiate family. A col- 
lege boy is no different from any other 
boy; he is simply a boy in college. If he 
Played billiards in his home town, he will 


play billiards in nis college town;.if he 
visited saloons at home, he will’ do so

PORTUGAL MENACED 
BY ROYALIST ARMY 


Government Agent Says 5,000 
Men with Artillery Are Ready 
to Advance from Orense. 











HAVE AEROPLANE SCOUTS

Delayed by Lack of Money, but Expect 


$2,500,000 from Brazil — Republi- 
can Troops Counted Loyal. 


LISBON, via the.Frontier, Sept. 10.— 
With a desire to know the exact strength 
of the positions and the intentions of the 
royalists, the Government recently sent 
Luz d@’Almeida, chief of the Carbonarios, 
@ secret political society, to the frontier 
to make a thorough investigation. A 
report from this officer hag just been re- 
ceived. He says that the royalists now 
concentrated in the néighborhood of 
Orense are preparing slowly to advance, 
and that they. number some 5,000 men, 
comprising infantry, cavalry, and artil- 
lery. They have about. forty pieces of 
artillery, for the most part quick firers. 
They also have two aeroplanes which are 
constantly flying over the camps of the 
soldiers of the republic, especially at 
Chaves, and the troops and tne inhabit- 
ants are in constant fear that they may 
drop bombs. : 

The delay in the attack is due to the 
monarchists’ lack of funds, says the Car- 
bonario chief, but they are expecting the 
arrival from Brazil and England within a 
fow days of money to the amount of 
$2,500,000. 

d@’Almeida is of the opinion that unless 
something extraordinary happens the 
monarchist invasion will take place within 
a week. The monarchists count on part 
of the republican troops going over to 
them as soon as hostilities are opened, 
but according to the best reports this 
seems to be a mistake, for apparently the 
whole 22,000 troops lining the frontier are 
loyal to the new régime, and intend to 
kill without quarter in order to avoid a 
civil war between the north and the south, 
2* is 8 doubt that a great part of 
the on of the. will rise in 
stpport of “the Soyaltaehe whe. _ newever, 
are badly, armed, and fhe belief here, at 
least, is that they would soon be defeated. 

é whole country is awaiting results 
anxiously. A serious conspiracy has been 
discovered in the Lisbon State Prison. 
In-the last few days the sentries have 
noticed that visitors to the 800 royalists 
inearcerated in this prison irvariabl 
carried packages. Yesterday a searc 
was made, and it was discovered that the 
royalist prisoners, the chief of whom is 
a priest, Figueredo, were armed with re- 
volvers. It was ascertained also that the 
prisoners intended to murder the guards 
as soon as the monarchists in the north 
entered Portugal and start a revolution 
in the capital. The guards have béen 
considerably strengthened. 


A CARNEGIE PEACE PAPER. 


International Organ for Suppression of 
War Started, It Is Said. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Working under 
the direction of Andrew Carnegie and sup- 
plied with funds by him, says a cable 
dispatch received from Paris to-night, a 
group of former diplomats of various 
European countries and a few trained 
journalists are busily engaged upon the 
preliminary plans for an international 
newspaper which has for its primal ob- 
ject the extinction of war. 

Mr. Carnegie, tthe dispatch says, has 
apparently recognized the fact that the 
press is the mightiest weapon he can com- 
mand in his hobby for the creation of an 
epoch of world peace, and to forward his 
ends has determined to subsidize a pow- 
erful publication which can learn the 
diplomatic secrets of the world, and 
through this means circumvent secret 
plans calculated to incite nations to war, 
His plan is to expose the plots of nations 
far in advance of their culmination, and, 
by thwarting them through public warn- 
ing of the danger, make recourse to arms 
needless. 


His theory apparently seems to be that 
if harmful aggressions can be stopped in

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MAINE-YOTERS WORK 
ACTIVELY ON SUNDAY 


Thirty Thousand Children Pa- 
rade in the Cities with Banners 
Marked “Vote for Us.” 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM VICTORY 


Women to Issue Proclamation Calling 
for Work to Make Prohibi- 
tion Universal. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 10.—With a 
few hours remaining before the actual 
voting begins to-morrow, the campaign- 
ers for and against constitutional prohi- 
bition spent & busy Sunday. To-night 
both sides claimed victory. 

The no-license adherents were partic- 
ularly active in the cities, Sunday school 
children parading the streets carrying 
banners inscribed with ‘‘ Vote No,” “‘ Vote 
for Us,“ and similar phrases, More than 
30,000 children were in line. In many of 
the churches fervent prayers were of- 
fered for the retention of the prohibitory 
amendments. 

The supporters of the constitutional 
amendment have continued their meetings 
up to the very eve of the election. 

In Portland Congressman Richmond 
Pearson Hobson of Alabama addressed 
two meetings, and scores of automobiles 
toured towns and villages,- carrying 
speakers who made short addresses at 
convenient gathering places. The meet- 
ings in the cities to-day were the largest 
of the kind that have ever been held, 
To-morrow there will be even greater 
demonstrations. : 

Those who seek to have the prohibitory 
clause removed from the Constitution of 
the State were none the less active, but 
their work was done more quietly, They 
held no meetings, but sent wérkers out 
among the crowds for personal talks with 
the voters. During the past few weeks 
they have sent tons of literature into 
every part of the State. The personal 
workers will contiaue their efforts until 
the polls are closed at night, 

George W. Norton, Secretary of the 
no-license movement, estimates that the 
returns will show a ‘“‘no” plurality of at 
least 12,000, while others of his workers 
are placing the figures anywhere from 
12,000 to 20,000, On the other hand, the 
managers of the campaign for repeal are 
claiming a majority of from 5,000 to 10,000. 

Whatever the result may be, indica- 
tions are for one of the biggest votes in 
the history of the State. At the last State 
election, which the Democrats won, more 
than 140,000 voters cast théir ballots, 
and with fair weather indicated for “to- 
morrow that number js expected to be 
exceeded. 

The question on which the citizens will 
vote to-morrow is: 

Shall. the “Constitution-be amended. so- as 

to abrogate and annul the Twenty-sixth 

Amendment, adopted on the 8th day of Sep- 

tember, in the year of our Lord one thou- 

sand eight hundred and eighty-four, re- 


lating to the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors? 


Should the vote on that question be 
“‘yes,’’ liquor could not be sold in the 
State legally until the Legislature had 
repealed the present statutory prohibition 
law and enacted some kind of a license 
law.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—Uniess

strike. No reason for believing that he 
will recede has been found by labor lead- 
ers here. 

General advisory committees of the five 
international shop craft unions which are 
comprised in the federation concluded to⸗ 
day a three days’ conference with the 
international officers of those unions. The 
general officers were intrusted with full 
charge of the situation henceforth, and 
International President J. W. Kline of 
the Blacksmiths’ and Helpers’ . Unions, 
their appointed spokesman, said the gen- 
eral officers had made up their minds 
what they would do. 

“Mr. Kruttschnitt will have to make 
concessions,” said Mr. Kline, “‘or the 
public, for which he has exhibited so 
much regard, probably will suffer because 
he does not.” 

* Will the general officers ask for an- 
other conference with Mr. Kruttschnitt? " 
was asked. 

“That is not in our present plans,” he 
replied. “‘We are goihg to Los Angeles 
to-right and may find some way of ap- 
proaching the subject again, but: none 
has occurred to us so far. Recognition 
of a federation of unions now involves 
principles that are not included in rec- 
ognition of individual unions, already 
conceded by the Harriman lines, and no 
Principles not already utilized in the 
formation of the Harriman system it- 
self.. It is our right and we shall insist 
upon it.” 

Asked concerning the prospect that the 
Federal statutes against combinations in 
restraint of trade may be invoked against 
officers of the international unions, he 
said: 

“When we took office we took all 
responsibilities of the office. If these 
include going to jail, we will go to jail.” 

Fair warning, Mr. Kline said, would 
‘be given to the Harriman officials in case 
a strike is called. From Los Angeles 
Mr. Kline will go to Salt Lake and east 
to Chicago, stopping perhaps at Omaha. 
Other international officers will cover 
the Scutkern routes of the Southern 


Pacific Railroad, meeting the men at 
railway centres en route. 


ILLINOIS STRIKE DEFERRED. 


Machinists Will Wait for Decision of 
International Officials.

CHICAGO, IIL, Sept. 10.—Officers of the 
International Association of Machinists 
who were intrusted with the key to the 
strike situation on the Illinois Central 
by. the other crafts officers, held a meet- 
ing in the Briggs House to-day, which 
was expected to settle the question one 
way or another.

‘The enact- 
ment of pure food laws is but the be- 
ginning of adequate legislation to protect 
the purse and heaith of the conseumers. 
Efficient, inspection, sufficient penalties 
for failure to carry out the provisions of 
the food laws, and thorough enforcement 
of every clause that has been enacted 
into law is an essentfal part that is re- 
quired to establish pure foods as the rule 
throughout the mart sof trade. 

“The ignorant housewife, suffering 
from short weight, inferior grade, and 
adulterated product, is merely the pur- 
chaser of various commodities, The con~- 
sumer is the real person penalized by the 
éonsumption ef impure food. The home 
is not the only place where adulterated 
articles for human consumption are to be 
found. Institutions, not omitting the hos- 
pitals, Nkewise share the fate of the un- 
knowing purchaser. The lowest bidder is 
the worst enenry of the hospital or instl- 
tution for the care of the sick, the poor, 
or the criminal, Quality is — —* 
as quantity. 

“The poorest milk that is to be bie 
in the City of New York is to be found at- 
the milk supply of hospitals and asylums

KS SCOUTS " cost OF RAILROAD SAFETY. | 


Rock island's Viee Pre Vice President Utters a 
Warning of Financial Disaster. 


F. O. Meloher,. Vite President. of «the 
Chicago,, Rock Island & Pacific, 
called attention to the serious nature of 
pending railway legislation intended to 
safeguard employes and passengers of 
trains: In a letter to The Rallway Age 
Gazette, he points out that if a bill 
which has been introduced into’ Congress 
to require all roads to discard “their 
wooden equipment after Jan. 1, 1911, 
were enacted into law; it would ‘cost the 
railways of this cotntry ‘an outlay of 
$630,000,000. Other billg now ‘pending 
would require ‘thé roads to enlarge’ their 
clearances, at @ cost of approximately 
$444,000,000, according to the estimates 
of engineers, and the untversal installa- 
tion of ‘block signals, at cost. of 
$287,000,000, | ; 

To comply with these laws would ¢all 
for an expenditure. .by the railways of 
$1,361,000,000." This is 10 per cent. .of 
the net eapitalization of all the roads in 
the United States, which amounted to 
$14,838,575,000 at the .enf of .1010. ‘It 
would consume about half the total gross 
earnings of all the roads for one year; 
and more than four and one-half times as 
great as the net dividends paid by all 
the railways tn 1910, The interest alone 
on this enormous outlay would amount 
to $55,000,000 annually at 4 per cent. 

Mr. Melcher. says that there is not a 
railway officer in the country who puts 
money above human life. That the acct- 
dent. record of American railways is not 
better is not because railway managers 
have not striven hard and intelligently to 
devise and adopt: means to redute accl- 
dents. There has been. much ‘of: legisla- 
tion to promote safety, ‘and «writers on 
the subject credit such legislation with 
very salutary results. But :euch . legisla- 
4 tion as has been' beneficial has. ‘been that 
which has required all of the ratiways to 
do what some or many were already do- 
ing. The original safety appliances law 
required the use of train brakes and au- 
tomatic couplers: which the ways for’ 
a long time had been developing. These 
appliances are now in unive use. This 
is not solely due to legislation. ‘The leg- 
islation was suggested by the fact that 
they already had been wid ly adopted; 
and if it had not been» passed they might 
have been in almost as general use as 
they now are. Most of the legislation 
proposed is Pe ested by methods and ap- 
pliances that the managers of the we 
merous lines have adopted. The idea o 
block signals did not originate 
with the authors of the bills to requiré 
their installation. It came from the rail- 

managers who have voluntarily in- 
vey, them. The railway managers who 
are criticised as not being properly so- 
licitous about safety, have been the plo- 
neers in devising aaa adopting every ex- 
isting method that tends to promote it.

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“MAKING HISTORY.” 

In his address to the farmers attend- 
ing the Inter-State Grangers’ picnic et 
Willfams Grove, 'Penn., a few days ago, 
Senator Ropart M. La‘ Fouuerte. of 
Wisconsin offered this explanation of 
some of the most interesting political 
phenomena of the day: 

' Whe reason why the Middle West is 
. gpaking. history to-day is because out 
of Pennsylvania, New York, and Mas- 
sachusetts, the strong characters went 
into «the ‘Mississippi Valley forty or 
fifty "years ago, and laid the founda- 
‘tions forthe citizenship which is now 
‘the most progressive inthe world. 

They were; indeed; strong characters, 
thege men of New England, New York, 
and Pennsylyania, who half a century 
ago and mofe than half a century, be- 
gan the peopling of the West. They 
were farmers. In New England farm- 
ing conditions are for the most part 
hard;. even in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania agriculture could not. be. carried 
om upon the great scale or with the 
same. hope of large returns as was pos- 
sible cn the broad prairies. These men 
had: energy and courage, they were 
stout of heart and hand. Most of them 
Were young. But many were so confi- 
dent of their ability and of their future 
that they took the old folks with them, 
Migrating from Republican States, it 
was fiatural that the States these men 
~ created should be Republican. The 
Middle West and thé. Northwest had 
come in GRANT’s time to be considered 
solidly Republican,..It was a great 
agricultural empire. that these men 
“puilded. ‘Their toil added incaleulably 
to the National wealth. . 

‘But the West needed money as well 

“men. The money, like the men, 
went from the East in a golden stream. 
The new farms were mortgaged to buy 
implements, machinery and stock and 
to put up buildings. These: mortgages 
, arranged °by Western institutions 
"passed. very largely into the hands of 
New England banks and. investors. 
_ They ‘were attractive, for the rate of 
interest was high. It soon became evi- 
dent that too little attention had been 
paid to the quality of the underlying 
security. The ciyil war was followed 


-.. by a. period of great speculative activ- 


ity and of inflation. ‘Then camé the 
inevitable collapse. The panic of 1873 
prostrated business all over the coun- 
try. The New England holders of 
Western farm mortgages lost their in- 
terest, they lost. their principal. <A 
great many savings banks in the Con- 
necticut River Valley, banks that held 
the savings of the people, failed and 
clpsed their doors because the farmers 
of the Mississippi Valley could not pay 
their debts. 

It. was in this time that we began to 
hear’a great deal’ about cheap money, 
paper-money, silver money, The agi- 
tation for cheap money came almost 
altogether from the West, from those 
States which Mr, La Foiiztrs now 
says are engaged in making history. 
The agitators of that time preached to 
/ the farmers against gold. They told 
them, ‘and they made them believe, that 
a cheap dollar, a dollar obtained for a 
smaller quantity of labor or of com- 
_ modities, was the dollar they ought to 
~ demand, because with it they could pay

The Granger legislation took its rise 
and wrought ‘its devastations too, in 
these States of the Middle West. “That 
made history—and bankruptcy. The 
Granger laws were based upon one of 
those Western “ideas” that is still in 
being and active. The farmers of the 
West believed that their condition 
would be improved by putting the rail- 
roads under stringent regulations. 
They still believe out. there: that the 
railroads should be put under stringent 
regulations, and the. visible éffects of 
the regulating policy ard the samé now 
that they were thirty years ago. Just 
as the money of the East paid for the 
farm buildings and the agricultural 
machinery and the livestock of the 
early days, so the money of the East 
built the railways of the West. The 
records of the great banking houses of 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, or 
a list of the holders of the bonds of 
the great Western railroads would 
prove. this assertion true, 80, when 
the farmers of the West took the rail- 
roads by the throat the loss and the 
suffering they inflicted fell upon the 
people of the. Hast, Mr. La For- 
uetTe’s “strong characters” of these 
Middle Western States did, indeed, 
make a singular return for the confi- 
dence and the cash of the East by 
which their railroads were constructed, 
their communities and their industries 
built up. 

‘It is evident that these Middle West- 
ern States have been fertile in “ ideas.” 
There the idea of the cheap dollar, the 
silver dollar, the paper dollar, the dol- 
lar that would in paying the debt repu- 
diate-half its face, sprang up and flour- 
ished. There, too, the underlying idea 
of the Granger legislation took root. 
Now there is a crop of new ideas. Out 
of the West there has come upon us 
the initiative, the referendum, and the 
recall. They tell us that this is the 
way to restore the Government “ to the 
hands of the people.” What it really 
leads to is the abolition of representa- 
tive institutions and the. change from 
orderly government by methods which 
eenturies’ of political experience have 


‘} sanctioned to conditions of endless con- 


fusion and political unrest. It is in the 
Middle West that the.demand for the 
destruction of great corporations and 
for the shackling and hampering of all 
corporations is most vociferously de- 
manded. It is in this way that the 
“strong characters” of the Middle 
West and their descendants are “ mak- 
ing history’ to-day. Mr. La FotuErTp 
is the leader of these history makers. 
There are a dozen other “ progressive ” 
Senators, some Democrats, some Re- 
publicans, from that part of the coun- 
try and further west who, with all 
their might, are helping him in the 
work of history making. If they have 
their way, then, indeed, history will be 
made, The ‘Republic will be trans- 
formed, the safeguards of thé Constitu- 
tion will not long endure, and we shall 
pass through a time of trouble and dis- 
aster, from which deliverance will 
come only through a return to belief 
in and acceptance of “history” that 
was made by wiser men in a saner 
time. 

It is not so to be. We are confident 
that Mr. La FOLLSTTE and his band of 
progressives are not going to have 
their way. That confidence is justified 
by the events of the past. The Middle 
West is not altogether given over to 
delusions, The “strong characters” 
out there have not all surrendered to 
Bryanism, La Folletteism, and the new 
Woodrow Wilsonism. Mr: Brran \did 
not carry the States of the Middle 
West. Kansas did give him its vote in 
his first campaign, but it went against 
him in 1900 and 1908. Even in Ne- 
braska he has lost his hold. Through 
that great prairie and valley region, 
where the East for a time feared that 
he might prevail in hie first campaign, 
there was a saving sense, a clearness 
of vision, and a soundness of judgment 
that triumphed over the “ideas” that 
Mr. La FoLLETTS would have us be- 
dieve are controlling in that part of 
-j the country. It will be so, we are con- 
| fident, in coming electoral campaigns. 
Delusions seize upon the minds of men; 
they may for a time possess the minds 
of most men in given communities, but 
all men do not yield to them, nor most 
men permanently.

Amendment, weapons that it would 
be a serious public misfortune if the ab- 
sence from it of certain needed excep- 
tions, and the presence in it of sections 
that inflict hardships both needless and 
useless, were to excite so much and such 
well-justified resentment and disgust as 
either to reduce the law to a dead letter 
or lead to its repeal. Something of _the 
sort is sure to happen if it continues to 
bring about the arrest end detention of 
people obviously neither doing nor in- 
tending to do any harm to anybody. 

A case in point is that of young Brcx- 
ER, who had come here from the Pacific 
Coast on his way to Germany. On the 
very eve of sailing he is seized and com- 
mitted without bail to the Tombs to await 
the action of the Grand Jury, and his 
only crime was that his baggage included 
a shotgun, This, taken apart and in its 
cover, he was carrying through the. street 
to an express office, whence ft was to be 
dispatched abroad. As an alien, the mere 
possession of this unconcealed weapon 
made BrcxmR technically a-felon, under 
@ law of which he had never heard, and 
if an excuse for somehow “getting 
around" the sections applicable to him 
be not found, the missing of his steamer 
and a week end in jail are’ likely to be 
the least of his troubles. This is ¢¥ven 
more stupid than outrageous. A similar 
experience is likely to come to any for- 
eign sportsman who lands here on a 
hunting tour. 

Another fault in the lew is its failure 
to fix the conditions under which permits 
to possess and bear arms shall be issued.

UNWEALTHY COLLEGE MEN. 


They Should Act as Tutors, Not Work 
on Cattleships. 


To the Editor of The New York Timee: : 

Any college man will read news anent the 
interesting, because vexing, problem as to how 
@n impecunious youth can secure a college edu- 
cation In this dey and land, when and where, 
to quéte Wordsworth, “ plain living and high 
thinking’ are fairly exiguous.: Tap TIMms, 
with traditional sanity, has published a series 
of suggestive communications on this _ ques- 
tion, 

The two problems that to-day hang over the 
heads of those who guide orthodox American 
colleges are (1) how to enable the right men 
to -attend college, and (2) how to persuade 
the wrong men to attend somethisg else, There 
is nothing sacrosanct about an A. B. degree. 
To say that a certain fellow should not be 
in college is not necessarily any more of a 
reflection on him than it would be on the 
memory of John Ruskin to say that he would 
have made an egregious failure as the foreman 
of a stone quarry. It is the old and hackneyed 
question of the idealist and the materialist, 
both indispensable to the righteous welfare of 

a republic. 

The four-year college géurse is a tradition, 
beautiful in itself, but expensive. It is ex- 
Penses that we are trying to avoid; and these 
expenses are, in the long run, being increased 
rather than diminished for the great majority 
of all those men who are spending their long 
Summers sliding boats out of a shed, carrying 
ice water, waiting, bringing, and, above all 
things else, crossing the Atlantic on a cattle 
ship. A man who really wants a college de- 
gree is losing time when he is associating 
with cows! Of course, if he is gathering ma- 
terial for a dissertation on ‘‘ Stevedores and 
Stewards; Their Problems and Their Pros- 
peots,’’ well and good. But this is not his 
aim, Or, as you say, he has been reading Defoe, 
Dumas, and Verne. Well, if these immortal 
sons of light have thus inspired him, he has 
read them wrong. 

To my. knowledge, there is, aside from study- 
ing, but one wise way for an unweelthy un- 
dergraduate to spend five months out of twelve, 
and that is, by private tutoring In a good 
and wealthy family—of which there are some, 
And if he can’t do this, let him take out a 
little life insurance, and, then borrow the 
thoney to complete his course—by reason of 








undisturbed study.and Summer schoole—in less } 


than three years.. Then let him do something 
at once remunerative and dignified, and by 
the expiration of the traditional fourth year 
he will have an unmortgaged college degree 
and @ very gratifying degree of weterproot 
culture and pleasant experience.

| wheat fell off to the extent of a reduc- 


tion of about 6,000,000 bushels in the 
probable production of that grain. Oats 
.g0wed some improvement and the 
prospects for these three cereals as & 
whole, therefore, were bettered by Fri- 
day’s report from the Department of 
Agriculture. The difference, compared 
with a month ago, however, is not suf- 
ficiently great materially to alter the 
bearing of the crop outlook upon the 
general situation. There is !acking, in 
other words, ground for any special 
stimulation of trade. such as might 
have resulted from an exceptionally fa- 
vorable harvest.

same roads for the month of July were 
$48,400,000 in 1911 and $48,800,000 tn 
1910. This falling off is not great and 
it reflects no very large contraction in 
railroad traffic or in the trade which 
produces it, compared with a year ago, 
but normally there should have been 
an increase, and any decrease repre- 
sents a certain amount of retrogres- 
sion, which is disappointing. It may 
be, too, that thé second month of the 
new fiscal year will make a still less 
favorable showing, for the returns of 
gross earnings so far at, hand for the 
month of August indicate some falling 
off compared with last year. This in- 
formation, however, is only fragmen- 
tary up to this date and can hardly be 
relied on as an indication of the.show- 
ing to be made for August by the rail- 
roads as a whole.
